CHICAKO, May 17, 18GO. 


Tlic buay scenes which have charactoi'- 


^cil the couvctilion have been more mark- 
ed to-day. Large arrivals from the western 
states have uddctl many hundreds to the 
thousands of people previously in 
the 


city, and the interest in the result of the 
convention has visibly increased. The can- 
vass of the merits of the different cnncli- 


oH, inirl their strength among- the people, 


is earriad on with greater vigor anil warmth 
as tho time approaches when a ballot shall 
determine their strength in the convention. 


Two sessions of tho convention have been 


hold to-day. In the morning, the commit- 
tees on crudontinla and rules of business re- 
ported nn soon as the session opened. 
The 


hitter committee reported in favor of ad- 
opting the- platform before the nomination 
of a taticlidate, and in favor of requiring 
three hundred and four votes, which could 
be i\ majority if every stale in the Union 
wore represented, and would be equivalent 
to a two-third rule as tho convention is ac- 
tually constituted. 
A minority report was 


made against this rule, and the rule itself, 
when reported, was met with strong ex- 
pressions of disapprobation. 
Action upon 


this report was suspended to allow the com- 
mittee on credentials to report. This eom- 


! reported the several slave states and 


territories represented as entitled to nil 


Resolved, That, we, the delega-ted repre- 


sentatives of the republican electors of the 
United States, in convention assembled, in 
the discharge of the duty we owe to our 
constituent* and pur country, unite in the- 
following declarations: 
, 


1. That the history of tho nation during 


tho last four years, has fully established the 
propriety and necessity of the organization 
und perpetuation of the' republican party ; 
and that the causes which called-it into ex- 
istence are permanent in their nature, and 
now, more than ever before, demand ita 
peaceful and coi*titutional triumph. 


'2.. That the maintenance of tho principles 


promulgated in the .Declaration of Independ- 
ence and embodied in the federal constitution, 
is essential to the preservation of our republi- 
caitinstitntions; arid-thai the federal constitu- 
tion, the rights of the states, and the iniion 
of the states must and shall be preserved.

3. That to the union of the states this 


nation owes it unprecedented increase in 
population, its surprising developement ol 
material resources, its rapid augmentation 
of wealth, its happiness at home and its 
honor abroad; and we hold in abhorrence 
all schemes for disunion, come from what- 
ever source they may : And we congratu- 
late the country that no republican member 
of congress has uttered or countenanced 
the threats of .disunion .so often made by 
democratic members, without rebuke and 
with applause from their political associ- 
ates ; and wo denounce those threats of dis- 
union, in ease of a popular overthrow of 
their ascendency as denying the vital princi- 
ples of a free government, and as an avowal of 
contemplated treason, which it is the imper- 
ative duty 'of an indignat people sternly to 
rebuke and forever silence.

vass of the merits of the different candi- 
dates, nnd their strength among the people, 
is carried on with greater vigor and warmth 
as the time approaches when a ballot shall 
determine their strength in the convention. 


Two sessions of the convention have been 


held to-day. In the morning, the commit- 
tees on credentials and rules of business re- 
ported as soon as the session opened. 
The 


latter committee reported in favor of ad- 
opting the platform before the nomination 
of a candidate, and in favor of requiring 
three hundred and four votes, which could 
be a majority if every state in the Union 
were represented, and would he equivalent 
to a two-third rule as the convention is ac- 
tually constituted. 
A minority report was 


made against this rule, and the rule itself, 
when reported, was met with strong ex- 
pressions of disapprobation. 
Action upon 


this report was suspended to allow the com- 
mittee on credentials to report. 
This com- 


mittee reported the several slave states and 
territories represented as entitled to an 
equal vote on the congressional representa- 
tion with the states fully represented. 


Mr. Wilmot of Pa., objected to states be- 


ing represented by a vote in the convention 
which have no organized republican party, 
moved to refer the subject back to the com- 
mittee. 
An animated discussion arose on 


this motion, in which Gov. Reeder dissent- 
ed from Mr. Wilmot, and in which Mr. Ar- 
mour of Maryland, Mr. Wyre of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Mr. Blakely of Kentucky* 
Mr. Blair of Maryland, and Mr. Chandler 


Resolved, That we, the delegated repre- 


sentatives of the republican electors of the 
United States, in convention assembled, in 
the discharge of the duty we owe to our 
constituents and our country, unite in the 
following declarations: 


1. That the history of the nation during 


the last four years, has fully established the 
propriety and necessity of the organization 
and perpetuation of the .republican party ;

Mr. Wilmot offered an amendment stri- 


king out the words "or any territorial legis- 
lature" in the fourteenth section.

Schurz made a very handsome speech upon 
it, and after considerable discussion the 
amendment was withdrawn. 


The platform was finally adopted, with a 


single amendment, which quotes the words 
of the declaration of independence in rela- 
tion to the equality of the rights of all men. 


Previous to the adoption of the platform 


it was distributed in printed form to the 
vast assemblage,shoets being thrown among 
the people from the stand, who were eager 
to receive and examine it for themselves.— 
This was truly an animated scene, but the 
height of enthusiasm was reached when the 
platform was finally adopted, and the ten 
thousand people within the hall rose to theii 
feet, with cheer upon cheer,the swinging ot 
hats by the gentlemen, and waving of hand 
kerchiefs hy the ladies ; it was truly a grand 
and moving sight, which would require a. 
pencil as well a pen to describe. 


After an ineffectual attempt to proceed 


to a ballot for President, the convention, 
amidst great enthusiasm and cheering, ad- 
journed to meet at ten o'clock to-morrow 
morning.

On the 4th rule being read, which pros-ides 
that .'104 votes being a majority of the whole 
double electoral vote, shall be necessary to 
nominate candidate.

majority of votes east was moved as an 
amendment. 


The question was discussed at some 


length and a call of the states demanded, 
and the amendment was adopted—ayes 331, 
noes 1BO.

GOVERNOR SETTING AN EXAMPLK OP 


ECONOMY AXI> REPUBLICAN SIMPLICITY.— 
The late Governor Bouck, of New Yorki 
said to a friend after he had discharged the 
duties of the Chief Magistracy of the state 
about one year: 


"When I first entered upon the oSicc, I 


was so engaged in trying to reconcile con- 
Ijicting opiqions, produce harmony in the 
party, anil please everybody, that I paid no. 
attention to my household expenses. At the 
end of the first three months of my term 
my quarter's salary was paid, and my bills 
due were presented. To my utter dismay, 
th» latter exceeded the former. 
During my 


entire life I had made it a point never to 
spend more in a quarter th'an I received 
tor my earnings, i believed that to be a 
good rule, and that, as governor of thu 
state, I should not transgress it, thereby 
setting a. bad example, which roight be the 
means of ruining thousands qf others. 


I began to cast about to see where I 


could cut down my expenses. The state 
officers had hired the house I occupied 
without consulting me, and the state paid 
the rent. 
I had nothing to say or do in 


that particular. 
The. state officers, who, be 


cause I was a country farmer, took particu- 
lar pains to instruct me, told me I must 
bring my best span of horses and carriage 
from my farm ia Scoharie and ride in it, or 
I would degrade the high office to which 
the people had elected me. They also said 
that I must have a colored water to attenc 
the door of my residence, and a head cook 
and three or four assistants in the kitchen 
and three or four chambermaids, besides r 
coachman to drive my carriage. I remem 
bered that during tlie entire quarter I hat 
not found time to ride in my carriage witl 
rny family, except to church on Sundays, 
and then the coachman could not go to 
church, having to take cure of the toain. 


This, I did not believe, was exactly right, 


or setting a good example. 
I thought that 


myself and family could walk to church, as 
the distance wns not great, 
We thereby 


would appear not to feel above others who 
walk, arid, as the governor's family, would 
be setting a better example than by riding. 
My wife also proposed to dismiss the chicl 
cook and all the assistants but one, and she 
would superintend the cooking—she had al- 
ways done this on the farm ; and rny daugh- 
ters proposed to dismiss the chambermaids, 
and thev would do tho chamberwork. 
No 


sooner was this agreed on than accomplish- 
ed. 
The large bays went back to the farm, 


in Scohavie, and the extra help was dis- 
missed. 
Everything worked like a charm. 


The colored doorman, whom I retained, as- 
sisted in waiting on the table. The state 
officers and my city friends did not observe 
but that all was as first arranged when they 
called, 
We walked to church and greeted 


kindly all we met there, and enjoyed the 
services without thinking of the coachman 
who could not attend them. 
We reduced 


our expenses within ray salary. I felt bet- 
ter immediately. I feel better now. I can 
discharge my duties better, and when my 
term of office expires and I return to pri- 
vate life, I shall feel that when governor of 
the state I did not set an example ofextrav- 
agance in any respect which might be the 
means of ruining any one.
